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The Bishop read his annual address as follows: 


Bishop’s Address. 


It is with peculiar pleasure that I welcome the 25th Annual Council of 
the Diocese to Parkersburg. My long residence here has given it the 
reality as well as the name of a see—city—and though we have not aspir- 
ed to a cathedral or even a Pro-cathedral—yet I have always found the 
Parish Church to be the Bishop’s Church for whatever public function he 
might desire, and I have also always found the Rector in his personal 
consideration for the Bishop, and his active interest in the Church a 
good substitute for a Dean and a whole body of Canons. 

Therefore for myself and for the Rector and good people of Trinity 
Church, I welcome the Council to Parkersburg—and I ‘shall trust that not 
only will your stay be pleasant, while you-tarry the full traditional time 
in our midst, but also that our formal sessions as a Council will be full 
of interest and profit. 

The Record of Visitations and the more purely statistical statements 
which it seems necessary to make from year to year will be found ap- 
pended to this address. It will suffice here to note what in such connec- 
tion is of more general interest and importance. 


HOSPITALS. 


1 

The two Hospitals, the Sheltering Arms, at Paint Creek, and the Reyn- 
olds Memorial ,near Moundsville, deserve mention, for although neither of 
tuem are in any way under control of this Council, the work they do 
‘ ought to be recorded, as undertaken and maintained by our Church people, 
and so far witnessing to our appreciation of what is undoubtedly a large 
part of our Christian duty to suftering humanity. 

At the Sheltering Arms we have cared for 220 patients during the 
year, at an expense for service, maintenance and some much needed re- 
pairs of $8,037.86. The opening of the State Hospital tor Miners at Mc- 
Kendree, does not seem to have lessened the need for our work or dimin- 
ished its extent. 

At the Reynolds Memorial Hospital, which is under the management 
of the Rev. Mr. Spurr, there have been 475 patients cared for, of which 
number 246 were charity patients, this at a cost of $9,445.31. A new wing 
is now in process of construction at a cost of $20,000. A new Hlectric 
Light Plant and a new Laundry, with all modern improvements, and a 
new electric elevator, are being provided, all at a cost of about $9,500. 
The Superintendent ot the Hospital has been the agent of the Church 
Periodical Club in forwarding to the State Prison about 10,000 books, 
magazines, &c. He conducis public services regularly for the men, and 
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also visits them. In the Hospital also religious services are constantly 
held. 
THE SEMINARY. 


Reports trom this Institution are from time to time spread upon our 
Journals. In addition to such source of information, the work of the 
Seminary is in constant evidence in the work of the men it sends into 
the field. In the scheme of offerings, which I have ventured to suggest 
as advisable, I have one offering for the Seminary. If all its alumni 
would by some such means make a contribution to its funds from year to 
year, it would greatly strengthen it for the important work it is called 
upon to do. 

During the past pear the venerable Dr. Packard, who has for so long a 
time been identified with the Seminary, has been called to his rest. It 
has now been some years since he was engaged in active work as a Pro- 
fessor, out we al! feit that his very presence on the Hill was a benedic- 
tion. In him we have a practical illustration of the eulogy which in his 
semi-centennial address he pronounced upon Dr. May, when after breifly 
describing his life and influence he added: “It all shows how much good a 
man can do by being good.” 


STALE SCHOOLS. 


I have visited the State Heform or Industrial Schools at Pruntytown 
and Salem, and found much to encourage and interest me—the Public 
School system, rising from the Primary, through the High and Normal 
Schools to the State University, is something in which we ought to be 
deeply interested. I do not know what we can do to foster it, but we can 
at least try to keep in touch with it and show our interest’ in what so 
aeeply concerns the peopie among whom we labor. When you consider 
that out of a total population of 958,000 that 235,000 are enrolled in the 
Public Schools, it will at once be manifest that those who would in any- 
wise be leaders of this people must enter somewhat into the experience 
of and show their sympathy with this great system. 


THE EPISCOPAL HALL. 


This would be a suitable place to put in a word about our Hall at Mor- 
gantown. It is still private property, though I have not yet given up 
hope that I may find some one who would so far adopt it as his own as 
to provide for its being turned over to a Board of Trustees free from debt, 
and with a modest endowment, to make us somewhat independent of 
our immediate surroundings. Twenty-five or thirty thousand dollars 
woulu accomplish this. 

The Hall has never been in a better shape than during the past year, 
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but the advance in the cost of living and our inability to meet this by a 
corresponding advance in the price of board has kept the Hall from being 
self-supporting. Nearly $200 has been contributed to the Hall by members 
of St. Matthew’s Churcn, Wheeling. 


NEW WORK. 


Distinct advance has been made during the year past in opening new 
work, and in the better organizing of some that had been already pros- 
pering. As an illustration of the latter, I mention the joining of St. 
mary’s, Waverly and williamstown into a charge, with a minister resi- 
aent at St. Mary’s, where a Rectory has been built, and also the separation 
or New Martinsville and Sistersville tor a long time united in, one charge, — 
into two separate and independent charges, each one a Parish with Res- 
ident »iinister in a Rectory. 

As an illustration of new work, I mention the new town of Chester, in 
Hancock Co. We are indebted to the Rev. Mr. Weary, of East Liverpool, 
Ohio, for fostering this new and encouraging work. Bishop Gravatt has 
visited the field and finds it very promising. The Rev. Mr. Woods and 
the Rev. Mr. Howard have also visited Chester, and are much pleased 
with the prospect before us. I am going to ask the Diocese for $750.00 to 
pay for a suitable lot for a Church, and now make the appeal with the 
encouraging statement that of this amount, the Rector of St. Matthew’s, 
Wheeling, pledges $250.00. 

We have begun to have services at two other points, not far from Park- 
ersburg, viz., Cairo and Pennsboro, where by removals and accretions and 
confirmations we have now 10 communicants, with a prospect of substan- 
tial additions at an early day. 1 hope to provide for each of these points, 
at least one service a month, in the near future. 

In addition to all this, we have begun to cultivate with more care the 
territory of Boone Co. Although the Rev. Mr. Campbell felt compelled 
to resign the charge of Ravenswood Parish, on account of ill-health, yet 
feeling able still to render some service, he has, at my suggestion, under- 
taken the charge o1 Christ Chapel, Boone Co., and two other points, 
Mouth of Robinson and Buil Creek, where we have Sunday Schools gath- 
ered in school houses. We uave enrolled in three Sunday Schools about 
150 scholars, and there are about 18 communicants. 

I may add that Mr. Gibson is making a more systematic and determined 
effort at Williamson, and that Mr. Marshall is preparing to build at Welch, 
a town which is important in itself and also as a strategic centre. 

Certain changes contemplated in the New River district will bring 
Beckley into the circle of regular stations, and also give to Ansted and 
Glen Jean a more constant service than they have had. Other points, 
such as Dubree and Beauty, and Nuttallburg and Caperton, will feel the 
benefits of this readjustment, as will also the scattered work in Poca- 
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hontas Co., and that at Fort Spring and Eakles’ School House, near the 
White Sulphur. Arrangements have also been made to extend some care 
to the Old Sweet and the Salt Sulphur Springs. 


GENERAL MISSIONARY WORK. 


We have during this past year contributed not only money to the Gen- 
eral Missionary work of the Church, put we have sent one of our young 
men to the front. The Rev. Edmund I. Lee, who. graduated at the Vir- 
ginia Seminary in 1900, has been transferred to the Missionary District of 
Hankow, and his presence there seems to make all the Foreign work more 
real to us. We have indeed need to arouse ourselves to greater interest and 
activity all along this line, especially because of the greater responsibili- 
ties our Church has assumed in the last few years. In addition now to 
the comparatively new work in Cuba and Brazil, we must care for that in 
Hawaii and Porto Rico, and the Philippines. All this increased responsibil- 
ity makes more important that cordial and efficient co-operation which the 
apportionment plan is designed to secure. 


APPORTIONMENT. 


And this brings me to say that one of the most important, practical and 
_ pressing questions that can be brought to our notice at this time is that 
suggested by the apportionment scheme,which recommended by the Gen- 
eral Convention in San Francisco, seems now to have been fairly adopted 
by the Church. 

In so grave a matter as this I have not felt that it was expedient for 
me to go beyond such calling of attention to the issues involved as I was 
able to do in a circwiar letter put forth tast January, and as that letter is 
a brief and practical presentation of a subject which ought to engage your 
thoughts at this time, I substantially reproduce it. We all feel our own 
peculiar difficulties better than any one else can feel them, and this ought 
to make us the more ready to acknowledge that the Board which has offi- 
cial management of the administration of our Missions, has perhaps a 
better knowledge of its peculiar difficulties than we have. As I can tes- 
tify from personal experience, they are often at their wits end as they 
face the great problem the Church at large is apt to put upon her official 
representatives, the problem of making brick without straw. Remem- 
bering that it passes the wit of men, even of Christian men, to devise any 
scheme of taxation, or of united contribution that will prove satisfactory 
to all parties concerned. We ought to approach the whole subject in a 
modest and careful frame of mind, as it may be just possible that we are 
not perfectly informed as to all conditions, and also perhaps not thor- 
oughly aroused to a proper sense of our own responsiiblity in the great 
work of extending the Redeemer’s Kingdom both at home and abroad. 
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The Church at large cannot administer the affairs of our Missions, 
neither can the General Convention, which meets only once in three years, 
and then tor a comparatively short time, this administration is therefore 
entrusted to a Board of Managers, which the General Convention appoints 
according to its own discretion, and I for one can testify that many of 
them would be glad to be relieved of this responsible and arduous work. 

Giving this Board of Managers the credit for an intelligent and con- 
scientious administration of the trusts committed to it, I think it may 
be fairly claimed, that the forty-six men, Bishops, Presbyters and Lay- 
men, together with their able and thoroughly accomplished Secretaries, 
are faithfully working towards the solution of the very difficult problem 
they have in hand. 

I say “the very difhcult problem they have in hand,’ because I am sure 
that every one who has had any experience in such matters knows how 
hard it is to raise large sums or money year after year for the aggressive 
work of the Church, and that in the face of a strong local pressure from 
the Diocese and the Parish, and yet this must be done unless the Church 
is to prove recreant to her trust while she neglects the great command. 

At this time of writing we find ourselves in just this situation. 

The united wisdom of the whole Church assembled in the late General 
Convention determined that the best way to meet our increased obligations 
was to apportion out to the various Dioceses the whole sum needed for 
our general missionary work at home and abroad. This has been done 
and, however imperfectly, yet in the best way attainable at the present 
time. It is our part as loyal Churchmen to fall into line with the general 
advance, trusting to the experience the Board will gain to make from 
time to time greater efficiency. 

In such advance I cannot believe that this Diocese will be found want- 
ing. She has a most honorable record in the past and we must unite to 
keep it brignt. 

The amount apportioned to West Virginia for the current year is $2,847, 
Which you will find by reference to the last Journal, is just about what 
our apportionment for Diocesan Missions amounts to. This will furnish 
a good guide. It would really amount to about 60 cents apiece for all 
our communicants, and since there are many liberal contributors who are 
not communicants, the sum does not seem too great. 

The scope of the work can be expressed in a word. The General Board 
asks offerings to sustain missions in 26 missionary districts in the United 
States, Africa, China and Japan; also work in the Haitien Church and in 
Mexico; in 89 Dioceses including missions to the Indians, and to the col- 
ored people to pay the salaries of 25 Bishops and stipends to 1,673 mis- 
sionary workers and to support schools, hospitals and orphanages. 

The American Church Missionary Society, which is a recognized auxil- 
iary to the Board of Missions, asks offerings to sustain 18 missionaries in 
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1vU Diocesan and Missionary jurisdictions; also 1 Bishop, 7 other clergy 
and 2 Deaconesses in Brazil and 5 clergy in Brazil and 5 clergy and 2 lay 
helpers in Cuba. 

All contributions to the above mentioned work will be counted as help- 
ing to make up the apportionment. The total amount expected of us is 
just about what we gave last year. 1s see no reason why we cannot do at 
least aS well this year. 

The appropriations to West Virginia last year trom tne General Board 
was $1,200, including $400 for work among the colored people, and from 
the American Cuurch Missionary Society $800, in all $2,000. If to this 
round sum in money be added the vatue of the boxes received by our mis- 
sionaries, 1t will appear that we received more than we gave. This gives 
food for thought. 

I suggest that it will be founa most helpful if not absolutely necessary 
to supplement the usual offering in the Church by such personal applica- 
tion from time to time, now to one, now to another, of those who may 
have the ability and the willingness to render such special help as well en- 
able us fully to meet the obligation which falls upon us. 

I do not want to complicate matters at this stage of the proceedings by 
hasty suggestions, but t am free to say that I believe that the present 
scheme of apportionment might be improved in a most important respect; 
that is by bringing in and making contributors to the plan the Sunday 
Schools and the Woman’s Auxiliary. According to the present plan con- 
tributions from these two sources are not counted as going to help make 
up the sum apportioned. 

In my judgment it would be best for the General Board to increase the 
sum total of the apportionment, so as to cover the whole amount of 
$1,000,000, as originally proposed, and then to seek to rally these two 
great agencies to the help of the Church in making up that sum. 

The idea has prevailed in some quarters that there was a tendency to 
shift too much weight off upon the shoulders of the women and children. 
‘l‘nat may be true, but since they are so large and important a part of the 
Church, I do not see that they can properly be excluded from any plan 
which contemplates calling out and directing the energies of the whole 
Church. 

The objection to excluding these two agencies from this scheme of 
raising our missionary funds by apportionment among the Dioceses, is 
that while you lay a weighty obligation upon the several Dioceses, and 
through them on the congregations, that you deliberately exempt from 
this obligation the two chief agencies of administration. Strange as it 
may seem, human nature still asserts itself even in Bishops and Clergy, 
and it is hardly to be expected that you can secure their fullest and 
most cordial cooperation in furthering the contributions of the Sunday 
schools and the Woman’s Auxiliary. When all such work does not help

them, but may often hinder them from making up the full apportionment 
which the Church expects. Why should we make any distinctions in the 
Church. Let all, the men, women, and the children be bonded together 
in common effort for the kingdom. Then these two agencies in addition 
to their own enthusiasm, which is a great power, will have behind them 
the cordial approval and co-operation of the Parochial and Diocesan au- 
thorities, and are likely to be still more effective and helpful in their 
work. 
OFFERINGS. 


Just after such discussion is a proper place to say a word along lines 
already laid down in former addresses about offerings. I am not now 
arguing for the plan which I nave time and again set forth in detail— - 
though I do think that in absence of a better one it fairly occupies the 
field—I simply want to say here that I think one great source of our finan- 
cial weakness is that no persistent judicious effort is made—that is as 
far as I know—to secure the regular co-operation of that large number 
of persons who though in one way or another connected with the Church 
are yet very often absent from public service. Our last Journal gives 
the total number of baptized persons under the care of our Church in 
this Diocese as 8,000. As we all know there are many other persons who 
are attendants on our services and helpers in our work, so that it would 
not be far out of the way to say that we minister to at least 10,000 people 
in West Virginia. 

The particular point of weakness in our financial administration to 
which I refer is that in our usual administration the burden is left to 
rest continuously too much upon those of this number who are present on 
given days, at the public service of the Church, and when you take into 
the account that perhaps not as many as 50 out of our 80 Churches and 
Chapels are opened on any given Sunday, it seems probable that the num- 
ber actually present at public services on any given day would not exceed 
4,000. This leaves as many as 6,000 unaccounted for, and if you deduct 
from tnis large number one half, i. e. 3,000, to represent the little chil- 
dren and those who though in a general way connected with us, are 
practically beyond our infiuence, you still have the large number of 3,000 
persons who on account of absence from the service of the Church are 
practically exempt from the manifest obligation of those contributions 
vy which the Church is maintained and extended. 

I should not mind tne sad result so much, if I had any evidence that 
there was persistent and judicious effort to avert it. I am only afraid 
that because it is a difficult and delicate problem it is practically ignored, 
and our lack ot thoroughness and persistence results in the regular ex- 
emption of a very large part of our constituency from responsibilities 
they ought the more clearly to realize and the more diligently to assume. 

I was only a short time since visiting a point which is united with 
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two others under charge of a faithful man, and the people lamented 
to me their comparatively unfrequent services, and that chiefly on the 
ground, that when they had no services their revenue was cut off. They 
seemed much surprised when I told them that there was no necessity 
for this if they would only adopt and diligently maintain some system 
which by providing for regular offerings from all the people on each suc- 
cessive Sunday, whether they had services or not, would emphasize the 
obligation to maintain and extend the kingdom, as one that was inher- 
ent and original and not dependent upon the chances of their attend- 
ance on public worship. I also recall to mind the case of a most worthy 
clergyman of this Diocese, who sorely needed a little change and rest, 
but his people—or at least some of them—were unwilling for him to take 
it because with the suspension of public services would follow an em- 
barrassing falling off of revenue. In my judgment the whole difficulty 
comes from evening up things that differ—from using occasions of pub- 
lic worship to meet the current expenses of the congregation, and thus 
accustoming them to the thought that when they come to Church they 
pay for what they get. Rather teach them that they come to Church to 
worship God, and that on such occasions their alms as well as their 
prayers are to go up for a memorial before God; and then their offerings 
not being conditioned on the narrow idea that they are paying for what 
they get, but upon the broader and more generous thought that they are 
coworkers witn Christ in the maintenance and extension of his kingdom 
may be the more depended upon to come from loyal hearts, however much 
they be shut off from the privileges of the sanctuary. Of course I know 
the difficulties in the way of carrying out any such ideal—at least I 
know some of them—but I would rest much easier under any sense of 
failure if | could feel that such failure was only after courageous, persist- 
ent and judicious effort. We have yet a great deal of undeveloped 
strength, and I am convinced that all in places of public responsibility 
ought to be doing something more to call out this strength, and turn it 
to good account. 


On looking over the Parochial reports I find that while many congre- 
gations give far less than they ought to do—indeed I may properly say 
many of them ridiculously small sums to anything outside their own 
narrow limits and particularly to anything outside the Diocese—yet that 
25 or 30 places having nearly one tenth of all of our communicants give 
absolutely nothing to the general work of the Church. Certainly these 
things ougnt not so to be. I earnestly exhort the clergy to address them- 
selves with patience anu discretion and persistence to this problem of 
bringing out the undeveloped financial strength of the Diocese—especially 
of our scattered people. As it is those who are now—on account of our 
jax administration practically exempt from general burdens, are often 
much more aple to bear them than others, because they have not the 
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same local demands. Why should we be so shame-faced, and so lack the . 
courage of our convictions in dealing with this matter. Let us speak out, 
let us lead our people along these lines, and tell and keep on telling every- 
body who in anywise looks to us for guidance, that this duty of giving 
to the maintenance and extension of God’s kingdom is a fundamental and 
imperative duty. 

THE SPECIAL FUND. 


During the past year the receipts of the Special Fund, including a bal- 
ance of $128.85 have been $3,336.73. Of this amount, however, there has 
been specially designated for Hospital work $449.69, for work among the 
colored people, $8.00, for the building of a Church in a given locality, 
$450.00, for the support of special missionaries in the Diocese, $500.00, 
for the American Church Missionary Society, $150.00, specially to raise 
the debt on two Churches in the Diocese, $210.00, in all $1,767.69, leay- 
ing undesignated for genera! work the sum of $1,569.04. 

This has been received from members and friends of the Church in the 
Diocese $2,201.62; from other outside sources $1,006.26; this with the bal- 
ance of $128.85 has made up the sum of $3,336.73. 

In expending this money, there have been, 
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I hold at this time the $500 for the Special Missionary or Missionaries. 
By July ist it wil: be needed. I also hold the $450 for the Church build- 
ing which it has not seemed expedient to begin as yet. 

I need hardly repeat what I have so often said before, that this Special 
Fund is in many ways particularly useful. I am sufficiently behind the 
scenes to know of a great many needs that never came to the knowledge 
of the public, and if I can ve furnished with the means to meet those 
needs, just as they arise it will be for the substantial help and encourage- 
ment of the clergy and the people. 

Besides three or four contributions from societies and collections in 
Churches, only 35 persons in the Diocese remembered this Fund during 
the past year. I believe we are yet far behind the possibilities it indi- 
cates. 

Crediting the contributions of individuals as from the Churches with 
which they are connected, the record would stand as follows: 
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This with $1,006.26 received from other sources and the balance of 
$128.85, makes total resources for the year $3,336.73, of which there re- 
mains a balance of $57.27, with which to start the work of another year. 
I trust that the attention of the clergy and the laity will be so directed 
to the possibilities of this Fund, that it may grow in wider usefulness 
every year. 


NEW CHURCHES. 


The good work of erecting new Churches, and repairing, enlarging, and 
improving old ones, and otherwise adding to Church property goes on 
with commendable ze al. I might mention specially as undertaken or con- 
templated the erection of new Churches at Belington, Chester, New Mar- 
tinsville, New Cumberland, Raleigh, Ravenswood, Welch and Williamson 
—and of parsonages at Montgomery, Elkins, Ronceverte, St. Mary’s, Sis- 
tersville and Williamstown. 

I think it very important in view of the needs for Church extension in 
the Diocese, which can only be successfully prosecuted by an active min- 
istry, and in view also of the great pressure which is being properly 
brought to bear upon us to carry on still more extensively our general 
missionary work, that we should continually, in all our work, aim more 
and more in our building to keep within the limits of our own means. 
Oftentimes a congregation or a minister very naturally desires an orig- 
inal plant, or an addition to the one they already have, which is so 
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plainly beyond their means, that it cannot be obtained except by such 
help from the outside as is beyond what they have any right or reason 
to expect, or by taking such financial burdens upon themselves as effect- 
ually rules them out for a long time from such cordial co-operation in the 
maintenance and extension of the Church, as the necessities of the com- 
ing kingdom clearly demand. It is very natural to desire a better build- 
ing than a congregation can afford to have if they keep in mind the ob- 
ligations I have indicated. The Bishops are sometimes placed in an em- 
barrassing situation when they are cailed upon to help extricate a con- 
gregation from a difficulty in which they ought never to have been in- 
volved, and I think it fair for them to give notice that if ministers or 
people expect their cooperation in their local work, it ought to be under- 
taken along such lines as seem commended by local needs, and the de- 
mands also of the Diocesan and General obligations. Some years ago 
our Church at Hinton was destroyed by a violent storm, as there was 
no insurance against such loss, the practical sympathy of the Diocese 
was naturally extended to the congregation, and in answer to an appeal 
I made, the sum of $500 was contributed towards the new Church. I 
need hardly say that such contribution was a very great encouragement 
and help in the building of the new Church. 

A year or two afterwards I made a similar appeal to try and unite all 
our efforts towards tne purchase of a church at Glen Jean. This appeal 
called forth only about $250.00 and now again stil another appeal is made 
to build a Church at Welch and also to enable us to take advantage of the 
quite remarkable opening for the Church in the new town of Chester, in 
Hancock county. It remains to be seen what response these appeals will 
call forth. And I mention all this to see if it be not possible to call out 
more decided co-operation on the part of our people along the lines indica- 
ted. It seems to me that we might without great difficulty respond to sev- 
eral such appeals during each year, and so greatly add to the strength of 
the diocese. Even supposing that it required some effort and self denial to 
meet such requirement, the result would be so manifestly for the en- 
couragement and advantage of the whole Church that we ought not to 
decline. 


RECORDS OF THE EPISCOPAL CHURCH IN WEST VIRGINIA. 


I am glad to announce the completion of this book which has for several 
years claimed a good deal of my time and thought. I believe that the 
Diocese understands that this self imposed task was not in any sense a 
literary or commercial venture, but one which I was led to undertake 
from the simple conviction that the gathering together such records in 
accessible form would not only gratify very natural and laudable inter- 
est in the history of our Church, but would be a positive help towards 
making it better known and appreciated. However simple these records 
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may be, yet they have a real value in that they preserve facts and figures 
and memorials which we ought not to lose sight of; as the years pass, it 
would be increasingly hard to grasp in any tangible form, and so I hope 
I have preserved from oblivion many items of history that were every 
year becoming more obscure. 

After my experience in gathering this material together, I am more 
than ever convinced that our Parochial Records are often kept in a very 
careless and unsatisfactory way. Indeed it would not be putting it too 
strongly to say that sometimes they are not kept at all. Time and again 
complaint has been made to me by new men coming into the field that 
their predecessors did not lave the scratch of a pen behind them. Cer- 
tainly such things ought not to be. Not only is there a plain canonical 
duty involved, but a moderate sense of the fitness and decency of things, 
would, it seems to me, suggest that a minister should at least show or- 
dinary care in making and preserving the records of the charge over 
which he is placed. May we not hope that the emphasis which the pub- 
lication of this volume places upon the value of suca records, will stimu- 
late our clergy to be very much more careful in the discharge of this duty 
in the future. 

No one is more conscious than myseif of the defects of this plan both 
in its conception and execution, but many things conspired with the im- 
perfection of the records available, to make it very difficult to better. 
Indeed with my usual duties still pressing upon me, the choice lay be- 
tween discharging the task in the present partial and imperfect manner, 
or declining it altogether. I hope it will be found that my choice has 
been a wise one. : 


A CHURCH PAPER. 


An effort is being made to infuse new life into our Diocesan Leaflet, 
the Church News. It appears after a careful review of the condition of 
the paper that, to say nothing of subscriptions, it has had but scant sup- 
port from the Diocese in the way of contributions'to its columns. It has 
been simply impossible for the editor to know of what was going on 
throughout the Diocese, unless some one would take the trouble to inform 
him, and this is just what is needed to give the Church News greater 
interest and value. There ought to be constant communication with the 
editor from all parts of the Diocese, and that even in regard to matters 
that are not confessedly of very great importance, for in the same house- 
hold of faith, every one ought to take interest in what in anywise re- 
lates to the work in every part of the Diocese. It would really be a 
great help to us and tend to make our Diocesan life more vigorous and 
intelligent if the Church News were taken and read in every family, and 
if it does not always appear to be what it ought to be, it might be well 
for every one so thinking to ask himself what -rhe has done to make it 
brighter, and more full of interesting items about the common work. 
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After all, however, it is to be remembered that the Church News is 
what we call a Leafiet rather than a Paper. It does not pretend to en- 
ter the field of journalism in any kind of opposition to the great Church 
weeklies, and I think it well therefore in this connection to say that I 
recommend most earnestly to our people that they should take the Spirit 
of Missions to keep themselves posted in regard to the missionary work 
of the Church, and also some other Church paper to keep them in’ touch 
with the general life of the Church, and give them such judicious selec- 
tions for themselves and their households, as may help them in a profit- 
able use of the Lord’s Day. It is not my province to decide between the 
conflicting claims of the various Church papers that may compete for the 
subscriptions of our people, but this age of unrest, when there are so 
many novelties, both in faith and practice, novelties that disturb the : 
peace of the Church, I count myself happy that I can cordially commend 
that staunch old Virginia paper, The Southern Churchman, which now, 
for a time beyond the memory of man, has been coming into our homes, 
and whose work has always been to contend earnestly for the faith once 
for all delivered to the saints. I commend the Southern Churchman be- 
cause I believe that it stands now, as always for the catholicity of the 
Church, for the teaching of personal religion, and for the cultivation of 
religious life in the famity; at the same time giving the news with suf- 
ficient fullness and keeping us in touch with current events in the 
Church. : 


CLERGY MAN’S RETIRING FUND SOCIETY. 


Iam convinced that among our various Relief Societies this one does 
not receive the attention it deserves. Its object is to provide an annuity 
for the clergy in their declining years; the fund from which this is drawn 
amounting now to nearly $175,000. The membership is open to all the 
clergy who become contributors to the fund at the rate of $1.00 per month, 
and the amount of annuity received by each person on reaching the age 
of sixty years and thereafter, is in proportion to the number of pay- 
ments he has made into the treasury. : : 

Any layman or parish can become a co-operative contributor on pay- 
ment of $12 per year, with the privilege of securing a share in the ben- 
efits of the society to any designated clergyman of the Church; or $300 
can be given at one time for a paid up annuity, either by a clergyman or 
by any one in his behalf. 


THE GENERAL CONVENTION. 


Of the General Convention held in San Francisco in October, 1901, it 
is not necessary that I should speak at any length. It was gratifying to 
have a full delegation present, and I feel sure that all our delegates were 
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impressed with the importance and promise of our work in the great 
“West. Our Diocesan Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary contributed near- 
ly $900 to the magnificent offering of over $100,000, which that great so- 
ciety made at its triennial reunion. 


CLERICAL SUPPLY. 

After a protracted season (of several years) during which we have 
had many vacancies, we have at last succeeded in securing such addi- 
tions to our clerical force that we occupy the field, far better than ever 
before. In the Special Council that met in Martinsburg in July, 1878, 
we had Bishops and Clergy just 14, and on the corresponding date this 
year, which will be after the Seminary ordination, we expect to have 
resident in the Diocese, Bishops and Clergy 42, besides two workers who 
are not canonically resident. As perhaps there is no single test of sub- 
stantial progress more accurate than the power of maintaining a force 
of working clergy, we have great reason to thank God and take courage. 
At the same time it would not be wise for us to lose sight of the fact 
that our hold upon many of these clergy must be more or less precarious, 
so long as the support we give them is so small. Leaving out of the 
calculations the self-supporting Churches, and the cases that are for 
manifest reasons plainly exceptional, the average salary of our mission- 
aries is about $650, and five of them have no Rectories. This condition 
of things is a constant menace to the stability of our work, and we must 
do all we can to remedy it. 


CONVOCATIONS AND THE COUNCIL. 


The Bishops are as far as they can, attending the Convocational meet- 
ings and take great pleasure in doing so. Not only are these meetings 
pleasant from the opportunity they afford of bringing the Clergy and 
people more frequently together, but there are signs of greater interest 
in the common work, and of an increasing sense of responsibility on the 
part of all, for its successful prosecution. 

Sometimes persons ask me in regard to an approaching Council, ““Have 
we anything specially to do?” The simple answer might well be, “That de- 
pends upon the particular interest we take in the maintenance and ex- 
tension of the kingdom, and our readiness to take hold of the problems 
the work continually presents.” 

The Council is for fellowship and consultation; it is for the discussion 
and orderly arrangement of what may seem to be camparatively unim- 
portant details, as well as for devising to carry out liberal ideas. Noth- 
ing that affects the interests of the Church is foreign to our deliberations. 
We ought to be willing to take our time carefully to consider the greater 
matters and thoroughly to thresh out the smaller matters that come up. 
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The Council is to stir up our pure minds by way of remembrance, that 
we may the more wholly give ourselves to Christ and so to the work, 
and also it is to give opportunity to oil the wheels of the necessary ma- 
chinery, that our congregations may more effectively do the work which, 
in the Providence of God has been put upon them. 

It is distinctly depressing when anyone—be he clergyman or layman— 
makes little of the Council. It is an evidence that they are doing their 
work in a perfunctory kind of way, without proper effort and apprecia- 
tion. 

All deliberative bodies are apt to be more or less tedious, because we 
are not all interested in precisely the same things, and so some are apt 
to be impatient of that to which others attach much consequence. 
But then what is the remedy? We can no more expect others to give 
up absolutely to us, than we are disposed to give up absolutely to them. 
Since we are together in the Church, we must work together, even 
though in doing so we have to bear the infirmities of the weak and not 
please our own selves. It may be that the very thing we need, for our own 
development, is to work along the lines that have no attraction for us, 
and take more careful note of things we would gladly altogether ignore. 
We are to do our work, not where we would prefer to place ourselves, 
but where God has placed us, and to do what we do‘heartily as to Him. 
Not only courage is required but discipline, so that we call upon you 
not only to fight, but to fall into line, and thus with others, do what 
God calls you to do. In our work, as well as in other respects, there is 
such a thing is bearing one another’s burdens, even if we could work by 
ourselves, others cannot, and our sympathy, presence, cooperation is 
needed for them. The Council represents to us the corporate life of the 
Church. We ought to have this continually in mind. It is a great and 
inspiring idea. Shall not we then like Israel of old ,be glad when word 
goes out year by year for our tribes to come up to the House of the 
Lord. Yes! we will pray for the peace of Jerusalem. Peace be within 
thy walls and prosperity within thy palaces. For my Brethren and 
companions’ sakes I will now say peace be within thee. For the sake 
of the House of the Lord our God, I will seek thy good.

To the Council of the Diocese of West Virginia: 

The undersigned, a committee appointed at the last (1901) Council, to 
whom were referred the, then, “pending preamble and resolution, with all 
cognate matter”, relating to a proposed union of the Diocesan fund for 
the relief of infirm and disabled clergy (and the widows and orphans of 
deceased clergymen) of the Diocese, with the “Trustees of the fund for 
the relief of widows and orphans of deceased clergymen, and of aged, in- 
firm and disabled clergymen of the P. E. Church of the United States of 
America’, respectfully report that having carefully considered the matters 
referred to it, and having examined such authorities as it has been able 
to obtain access to, especially the admirable anu carefully prepared thien- 
nial report, made by the Trustees, to the General Convention of 1901, your 
Committee has deliberately reached the conclusion that the proposed 
measure should be adopted and recommend action by the Council, accord- 
ingly 

I. Because the “Fund is the Genera: Convention’s creation, the C.uurch’s 
appointed Agent to the several ends stated in its charter”. 

II. Because, to the extent of its financial ability, it reaches all alike, 
who are in need of the relief it can afford. . In the language of the Trus- 
tees report, “it is inclusive in its working in that it grants annuities upon 
the basis of need and character alone, is without any local restrictions or 
any requirements of previous pecuniary payments and comprehends the 
entire family unit’. : : 

III. It is wise, as a matter of business. The affairs of a general so- 
ciety, having (as your Committee believes this will have, in the near fu- 
ture) the cordial support of the Church at large, can be more efficiently 
managed, than can a number of Diocesan funds, many of which are small 
and wholly inadequate to furnish the relief desired, or indeed demanded, 
‘if those dependent upon it are to be protected against actual want. 

IV. It recognizes no Diocesan boundaries. A faithful and dependent 
clergyman (or those who look to him for support) does not lose his claim 
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upon the Fund by removal (often necessary) from the Diocese where he 
has served. 

Your Committee has discovered no legal obstacle (or difficulty) to the 
proposed merger of our Fund with the General Society. The latter is a 
corporation, its charter granted by the State of New York (a copy of the 
Charter is on p. 92 of the tenth triennial report of the Trustees). It is 
authorized to receive, hold and administer such funds, in accordance with 
the provisions of the Canon of the General Convention creating it. And 
the fund existing in this Diocese is under the control of the Council; so 
that it be not diverted from the purpose for which it was created. 

Moreover any diocese coming into the General Fund can designate out 
of its contributions, the accustomed appropriations to its several benefici- 
aries as before, and in addition, claim the benefits of the combination and 
the help of the General Fund (vide Report of Trustees, 1901, p. 5.) 

There is, however, one provision of the charter of the General Fund 
which should be repealed or amended, found in sec. III of the Act author- 
izing the Corporation to “‘take by gift, grant or devise, estate, real, personal 
and mixed, and to hold and convey the same’, as follows: 

“But such corporation shall not take and hold real and personal estate 
above the ciear annual value of fifteen thousand dollars.” - 

Inasmuch as the cash and invested funds of the Society, at the date of 
its last report (1901) were only $130,105.53, and as, in general “the funds 
received” (other than legacies, bequests and gifts, designated for the Per- 
manent Fund) “Shave been applied at once in relieving suffering and desti- 
tution”, it would appear probable that some years will elapse before the 
limit is reached, but that it will be reached, and passed, is also probable, 
and your Committee recommend that the Trustees be requested to, 
promptly, take steps to have the said limit removed, or materially en- 
larged, as it seems ridiculously small for a society designed to accomplish 
so extensive a measure of relief as the General Fund for the relief of wid- 
ows and orphans and aged and disabled clergymen of the Church in the 
United States. 

During the three years, 1898 to 1901, West Virginia contributed to the 
General r'und $172.47 and received grants from the fund, for relief, of 
$200, one beneficiary. 

During the year ending with the Council of 1901 this Diocese paid to 
five beneficiaries $580—leaving to the credit of the fund (see Journal of 
1991, p. 59) a balance of $4,601.75. 

Your Committee recommend that the preamble and resolution proposed 
at the last Council by the Rey. Mr. Howard, of Wheeling, found on page 61 
of the Journal of 1901, be adopted by the Council. 

Your Commiitee further recommends that the Council take appropriate 
action to secure the application of the offertory on Quinquagesima Sunday 
(in each year) in all the Churches and Missions of the Diocese to the sup- 
port and increase of the General Fund and that clergy in charge of said 
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Churches and Missions be urged to impress upon their people the great 
importance of this work. Also that the Secretary of the General Fund 
be requested to report to last Council the amount of receipts from and 
grants to the Diocese of West Virginia.

We append to the Report a letter received by a member of the Commit- 
tee from the Financial Agent and Assistant Treasurer of the Fund, re- 
lating to the limit above referred to, and of interest to the Council as bear- 
ing upon that matter. 


May 31, 1902. 
My Dear Mr. Trapnell:— 

I have your letter enquiring whether there has been any amendment to 
the Act by which the Corporation, namely; the Trustees of the Fund for 
the Relief of Widows and Orphans of Deceased Clergmen and of Aged, 
Infirm and Disabled Clergymen, etc., holds real and personal property. 

Let me say that the Act has not been modified, but that the matter is 
being considered by the Trustees. The limitation seems ridiculously ~ 
small. It may be necessary to have the Act of Incorporation changed en- 
tirely because of this and we fear such a course may disturb the original 
privileges and place upon the Act provisions not so favorable in some 
other respects. 


I am wondering, just this moment, and without investigation, and as a 
layman on the subject of the law, whether property could not be devised 
to the Trust Company hold ing all our Stock, Bonds and other Securities; 
to be heid in Trust and collections made for the benefit of the General 
Clergy Relief Fund until the Act is changed. 


Twenty-six dioceses now stand united upon the General Fund, as their 
fund, and it looks as if before long we would have a majority; when some 
slight legislation in the General Convention would put the matter upon a 
very desirable basis. There is no question that a majority of the clergy 
favor one single united fund and there is no question that this alliance 
would mean greater justice and even greater annuities to a larger number 
than the diverse and separate systems now in use. 


I might say that in some dioceses it has been thought best, while merg- 
ing with the General Fund, to hold the Diocesan Funds, if they are well 
and safely invested, in the Diocese, paying over to the General Fund the 
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interest as a part of their contributions. In this way mergers have been 
effected.

The Committee on Theological Education respectfully reports:—That 
during the fiscal year ending April 30th, 1902, there was received for its 
purposes the sum of $190.11, making, with a balance of $251.59 from the 
previous year, $441.70 available for Religious and Theological Education. 
Of this sum $300 have been paid over to Rev. P. P. Phillips, Treasurer of 
the Education Society of Virginia, $300, leaving a balance of $141.70 in 
the hands of the Treasurer of the Diocese. This balance would also have 
been practically expended in answering urgent calls made upon the fund, 
but for the miscarriage of a requisition upon the Treasurer. Besides 
the sums contributed by the Churches at large, a scholarship at the Theo- 
logical Seminary of Virginia is provided by some one in Zion Church, 
Charles Town, and a gift of the same amount has been made by some 
one elsewhere for the same purpose. There are now six young men in 
course of preparation for the ministry, all of whom are more or less 
dependent upon this and other funds for this purpose, for whose sup- 
port, while pursuing their studies, about $600 in all is required. Surely 
the Diocese of West Virginia ought to provide the entire amount needed by 
its candiates for orders beyond what they or their friends and the churches 
trom which they come are able to supply; but in fact it does not, and a 
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very considerable part of the cost above what our Diocese supplies falls 
upon the Education Society of Virginia. 
We would respectfully suggest: 
ist. That young men preparing to enter the ministry, either in pre- 
paratory schools, in college or university, or at the Theological Seminary 
should be urged to do all that they can in any honorable way to support 
themselves. 
2nd. That the congregations from which such young men come ought 
to feel it incumbent upon them to render as much of the needed assistance 
as possible. 
srd. That there would be no aifficulty whatever in making up any 
remaining cost, if an offering for the purpose were taken annually in 
each congregation of the Diocese as is now required by canon, and after 
due explanation and exhortation by the Rector or Minister in charge;

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The Rev. Dr. Moore submitted the following report of the 
Diocesan Missionary Committee: 


REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF THE DIOCESAN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Your Committee finds that the various matters of progress in the de- 
velopment of the missionary work entrusted to it have been set forth 
with such admirable force and clearness in the annual addresses of the 
Bishops of the Diocese that it does not appear necessary to present with 
the usual fullness of detail the various items, by which that progress 
is marked. The opening up of new fields in Chester, in Ritchie county, 
and at other points mentioned in those addresses sufficiently indicate 
what is indeed evident to the most casual observer of the Church’s work 
in this Diocese, that the field is, and must for many years continue to 
be, in the truest sense, a missionary one, requiring zeal, earnestness, 
devotion, consecrated gifts and service. 

Attention should be called to the fact that entrance into these new fields 
has been made possible, rather by the generosity of a few individuals 
who have made large contributions to our work, than by the more liberal 
gifts of the Church in the Diocese at large. At the same time it is wor- 
thy of grateful recognition that these offerings from our people generally 
have been somewhat more liberal than in the past, the total income of 
the Society from this source having reached the sum of $3,063.13, the 
largest, we believe, in our history. 

Another thing also deserves mention and commendation, the fact, name- 
ly, that some of our convocations have taken firmer hold of and manifested 
deeper interest in our Diocesan Missionary work than heretofore, the 
North Western having followed the example long and faithfully set by 
that of the Valley, in assuming responsibility for the stipend appropri- 
ated in aid of the new work at Chester. 

In the year, upon which we are about to enter, it is expected that we 
will place four new men in the field. There will then be 42 men at work 
within the Diocese, the largest number ever so engaged in its entire 
history. When one year ago the number only reached 34. 

Out of the funds received, 20 missionaries have been aided during the 
year, of whom two have recently removed in fields remote from our lim- 
its. 

The report of the Treasurer shows the total sum expended for the year 
to have been $2,349.56 and that there is now a balance on hand of $1,703.19 
This relatively large annual balance needs to be carried at this season 
for the reason that our next quarter’s stipends will be due on July Ist, and 
will make large demands upon it, while the receipts in the meantime will 
amount to very little. 

The Church’s need is the Church’s call for renewed interest, for in- 
creased liberality; for unwearying service, for persistent prayer. 
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The Rev. John S. Gibson, from the Committee on New Parishes, 
submitted the subjoined memorial and report.

The undersigned committee begs leave to present to the Council the 
annexed copy o. a certain preamble and resoluvions adopted by a joint 
committee, representing the Churches of Lewisburg, Fort Spring, Ron- 
ceverte and White Sulphur, in the county of Greenbrier, and Alderson in 
the county of Monroe, at a méeting held on the 5th day of March, 1900. 
These resolutions explain themselves. It was the intention of your pe- 
titioners to present to your Honorable Body, at its next session after 
their adoption, a petition in accordance therewith, and notice thereof was 
given to the Bishop of the Diocese accordingly; but in consequence of the 
loss of the proceedings only an unofficial certificate of its action was pre- 
sented to your Honorable Body, which, as we are informed by the dele- 
gates of St. James’ Church, was deemed insufficient to serve as the basis 
of action. These proceedings having since been found, the undersigned 
now respectfully petition your Honorable Body to create a Parish in ac- 
cordance with the views expressed in said resolutions. 

Your petitioners submit as some of the considerations for the creation 
of a parish bounded as proposed, 

ist: ; 

That the boundaries indicated are the natural boundaries, and include 
as much territory as one man can reasonably be expected to be respon- 
sible for, and do not preclude attention to missionary territory when 
and where opportunity presents. 

2nd: 

That such a Parish, if allowed to enjoy all the resources peculiar to its 
character could be made self-sustaining. 

ord: 

That White Sulphur and Fort Spring have signified their desire to be 
included in the Greenbrier Parish, and Alderson has consented to the 
reconstruction which excludes that Church from said Parish, of which 
it now forms a part. 

4th: 

‘That we deem it expedient to have a Parish so concentrated that all 
points will be readily accessible, and that the interests of the minister 
may not be divided between helds so widely diversified and distant from 
each other, as is now the case. 

5th: 

That the proposed Parish has two comfortable and commodious Rec- 
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tories, and can, in that respect, accommodate a married man whenever 
necessary. 

6th: 

The interests of Alderson have not, for many years, been identified 
with the Greenbrier Parish. 

Notice of the presentation of this petition has again been given to the 
Bishop of the Diocese and mailed to the Rector of All Saints’ Parish. 
There is at present no organized Vestry of Greenbrier Parish to which 
notice can be given. Of the members of the last Vestry of the Parish 
none are known to be now resident of the Parish, except, possibly one 
person, and he is one of your petitioners. The only known organized 
Vestry is the one appointed by St. James’ Church, Lewisburg, upon whose 
official initiative this action is taken.

To the 25th Annual Council of the Diocese of West Virginia: 

Your Committee on New Parishes, to whom was referred the petition of 
a committee representing several churches in Greenbrier county, asking 
such readjustment of the Parish lines of Greenbrier Parish as will make 
the Parish and county lines coterminate, report that they have consid- 
ered the same and are of opinion that such readjustment will be advan- 
tageous to the consolidation and unification of the Church’s work in 
Greenbrier county, and due notice having been given to all parties who 
under the canon can claim interest in the readjustment think action can 
be safely taken. 

We therefore recommend the adoption of the following: 

First: Resolved, That the 25th Annual Council of the Diocese of West 
Virginia does hereby establish the county lines of Greenbrier county to 
be the boundary lines of Greenbrier Parish, except that the lot and 
Church building in the grounds of the White Sulphur Springs are de- 
clared to be a private chapel under the control and administration of the 
Bishop of West Virginia, and not to be reckoned as a part of Greenbrier 
Parish. 

Second: Resolved, That the Church of the Messiah, Alderson, being 
situate in Monroe county, is in All Saints’ Parish, but is for the purposes 
of this readjustment of lines to be subject to the direction of the Bishops 
in arranging for future ministration, the Rector of All Saints’ Parish and 
the lay authorities of the Church of the Messiah being each duly protected 
in his rights. JOHN S. GIBSON.

Address relating to the Missionary Apportionment, submitted the 
following: 


Your Committee appointed to consider that portion of Bishop Peter- 
kin’s address suggesting the wisdom of including in the plan of apportion- 
ment the offering from the Woman’s Auxiliary and the Sunday School, 
after careful consideration recommend, 

ist—Resolved, That this Council requests the Board of Managers to 
take under consideration the advisability of including in this apportion- 
ment, all money requested from all sources whatever, and if feasible to 
include the sum total in its apportionment to the respective Dioceses. 

2nd—Resolved, For the apportionment from General Missions for the 
present year, That each congregation be expected to raise as its minimum 
an amount equal to what it now gives for Diocesan Missions. 


On motion, the first resolution of this report was considered and 
adopted. 


For the second resolution the Rev. Dr. Moore offered this substi- 
tute, which was lost: 


Resolved, ‘hat this Council earnestly requests of each Parish and Mis- 
sion in the Diocese that it shall raise for the General Missionary Work 
of the Church, for the present year, an amount equal to 75c per commu: 
nicant, at least, and that each communicant not connected with any 
such Parish or Mission shall be requested to contribute, at least, that 
sum toward said work. 


The second resoluticn was then adopted. 


The Rev. 8. S. Moore was elected Clerical Delegate to the Mission- 
ary Council, and General W. P. Craighill, Lay Delegate, with Mr. 
H. W. Potts, Alternate. 


The Rev. G. A. Gibbons, President of the Standing Committee, 
presented the annual report as follows: 


REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE OF WEST VIRGINIA. 
(From June 5th, 1901, to June Tth, 1902.) 


July 8th, 1901. The Committee was organized, officers elected, and the 
sub-committee previously appointed made its report, stating in full the 
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action the Council of 1901 took on the report of the Standing Committee’s 
recommendation to commemorate on Ascension Day, 1903, the quarter 
century of Bishop Peterkin’s Consecration by an united effort throughout 
the Diocese to increase the Permanent Episcopal Fund to $50,000. The 
President and Secretary of this Committee were appointed to carry into 
effect the Council’s orders, which they did to the best of their ability. 
Rev. Edmund Jennings Lee was recommended to the Bishop for ordination 
to the Priesthood. The Committee consented to the election and conse- 
cration of the Rev. Frederick Wm. Taylor, D. D., to be Bishop Coadjutor 
of the Diocese of Quincy—also to the election and transfer of the Rey. 
Samuel Cook Edsall, D. D., Missionary Bishop of North Dakota, to be 
Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese of Minnesota. 

September 17th, 1901. Mr. Creetus Atwell Dowell was recommended 
to the Bishop as a candidate for Holy Orders. The request of Mr. Geo. 
C. Shaw for a dispensation from the knowledge of the Latin and Greek 
languages was granted, excepting only a knowledge of the New Testa- 
ment Greek. Said Mr. Shaw was then recommended to the Bishop as 
a candidate for Holy Orders. 

January 14th, 1902. The case of Mr. Shaw for a dispensation was re- 
considered; and at his urgent request and also that of the Bishop’s, Mr. 
Geo. C. Shaw was granted an unconditional dispensation from the know- 
ledge of the Latin and Greek languages. Consent was given to the elec- 
tion and consecration of the Rev. Frederick Burgess, D. D., to be Bishop 
of the Diocese of Long Island. Mr. Walter Howard Myers was recom- 
mended to the Bishop as a candidate for Holy Orders. The Rev. Dr. 
Wm. H. Neilson, for a number of years a valued member of your Stand- 
ing Committee, resigned his membership, and his resignation was accepted 
with suitable resolutions of regret and the Rev. John S. Douglas was 
unanimously elected to fill the vacancy on the Committee. 

March 11th, 1902. The Committee consented to the election and conse- 
cration of the Rev. Alexander Hamilton Vinton, D. D., as Bishop of the 
Diocese of Western Massachusetts. To the election and consecration of 
the Rey. Charles Sanford Olmsted, D. D., as Bishop Coadjutor of the Dio- 
cese of Colorado. To the election and consecration of the Rev. Alexander 
Mackay Smith, D. D., as Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese of Pennsylvania. 
The Rev. Arthur M. Lewis was recommended to the Bishop for ordination 
to the Priesthood. Messrs. Paca Kennedy and Thomas C. Darst were rec- 
ommended to be admitted to the Sacred Order of Deacons. 

May 14th, 1902. Mr. Robert Nelson Meade was recommended for or- 
dination to the Sacred Order of Deacons, and the Rev. Guy H. Crook was 
recommended to the Bishop for ordination to the Priesthood. The Com- 
mittee consented to the consecration of the Rev. James Heartt Van Buren, 
Bishop-elect of the Missionary District of Porto Rico; and to the conse- 
eration of the Rev. Henry Bond Restarick to be Bishop of the Missionary 
District of Honolulu. Mr. Bushrod C. Washington, long a worthy mem- 
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ber of your Committee, resigned; his resignation was reluctantly accept- 
ed, and Mr. David Howell of Charles Town, was unanimously elected to 
fill the vacancy caused by Mr. Washington’s resignation. 

June 6th, 1902. Rev. James Logan Fish and Rev. Jacob A. Hiatt were rec- 
ommended to the Bishop for ordination to the Priesthood, and Mr. Geo. 
C. Shaw for ordination to the Diaconate, when the full year of his candi- 
dacy shall have expired. Mr. Francis VanR. Moore, was granted a dis- 
pensation from further knowledge of the Greek language.

The Committee on the State of the Church made this report: 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


In twenty years the population of the State has increased fifty per cent., 
_ and our Churches, Rectories, Clergy and communicants have increased 
from two hundred to two hundred and fifty per cent.” 

Such is the statement made by our Bishop, a statement that fills us 
witn great hopefulness for the future. In looking at the growth of the 
Church in short periods and in single localities we are apt to consider her 
progress slow, but in taking a broader view great cause for rejoicing may 
be found. As your committee reviews the history of the Church during 
the last year we can report to our brethren cause for deep gratitude to 
Almighty God. When we carefully endeavor to feel the pulse of the 
Church, healthy condition and movements are manifest, some of which 
we enumerate: 

I. Its missionary spirit. 

II. The number of confirmations. 

III. The number of workers in the field. 

IV. The contributions. 

I. Fostered and encouraged by our own Bishop, the missionary spirit 
in our Diocese is stronger, healthier and more active than ever before. 
This spirit is shown not only by the Diocese meeting the Diocesan as- 
sessment, but in overpaying that assessment. The contribution to Gen- 
eral Missions have been fairly liberal. We believe that the coming year 
will be one of striking activity in carrying out plans already formulated 
for building new Churches and improving and enlarging the present 
vuildings. We believe that the several convocations are thoroughly or- 
ganized and more actively at work to establish and cultivate new fields 
and care for the scattered people within their borders. 

Il. In the matter of confirmations, while the number last year fell a 
little behind the previous year, we can now report a marked increase 
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in the number, and observe with thankfulness a larger percentage of 
adults and a greater number of men. 
III. The workers in the field are greater in number than ever before. This 
means that there are only a few vacancies in our Parishes and Missions 
which vacancies will soon be filled. More workers among the clergy 
means more workers among the laity, and we believe that there is an 
increasing willingness on the part of the laity to do personal work. 
IV. In the matter of contribution, there is a little falling off accord- 
ing to the report, but this may have been caused by the fact that contri- 
butions received from outside of the Diocese were not credited in the 
total. It should be stated however that the contributions to the Diocesan 
funds and to the General Church were greater than shown in our last 
year’s report. In this we find another mark of the increasing missionary 
spirit, the spirit of the Master himself, the giving to things and causes 
outside of ourselves. 
In taking a general view and summarizing the salient features of the 
whole field we find occasion to take courage for a larger and a broader 
work. For the health, strength, activity and devotion of our Bishop we 
thank the Great Father of us all. For the brotherly spirit and good will 
among our Clergy and our Parishes, and for the fact that our brethren 
continue to dwell together in unity, there is much reason to be thankful. 
And yet, the constant, the unceasing call is for the Church to go for- 
ward, to go and occupy the fields that are white for the harvest and 
gather in the grain into the storehouse of God. We cannot, we will not 
rest, for the night cometh when no man can work. The need is indeed 
greater than ever before for our Clergy and the Laity to be thoroughly 
furnished, and to be not preachers only, but teachers also, to put more 
emphasis on the teaching office, to help make the Church more and more 
a strength, and a comfort, an abiding place and the rock of refuge for the 
great masses of men and women in our State and in our land. 
Let us pray for the whole State of Christ’s Church Militant.

The minutes of yesterday were read and approved. 

On motion, the following report of the Sunday School Committee 
was adopted: 


REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF THE DIOCESE OF WEST VIRGINIA— 
1902. 


The Sunday Schools of the Diocese are, as far as we can judge, in a gen- 
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erally good condition—compared with previous years. The system of in- 
struction is in almost all the joint Diocesan scheme of Lessons. 


The number of schools in the Diocese is 63. Teachers, 420. Scholars, 
3,148. According to last report. 


The Advent Offering of 36 schools was $388.00. An increase of $86.00 
over last year. 


It is noted with regret that 27 schools failed to send any offering to Dio- 
cesan Missions, at least through the regular offering. 


It is a pleasure to state that some of the schools made their Advent 
Offering over and above the Parish assessment. 


The schools seemed to fall well into line in the Lenten Offering for Gen- 
eral Missions,—the response being, it is believed, larger and more general 
than before. 


The Committee last year arranged a Sunday School Institute, which was 
held in St. Luke’s Church, Wheeling, and which proved stimulating and 
helpful. 


This year, also, in connection with the Winter Meeting of the North 
Western Convocation at Parkersburg, a Conference of Sunday School 
workers was held. This proved of great helpfulness and many ideas and 
we think practical plans were mentioned and advocated. 


While the Sunday School outlook is fair, there is need of great search- 
ings of heart and questioning ourselves, whether we as a Church and in- 
dividuals, are doing even half our duty to the children placed within our 
reach. 


What seems a most serious and alarming condition presenting itself, 
is the great trouble to secure Sunday School teachers. If our Church 
system is an ideal one for training its sons and daughters in a familiarity 
and use of God’s Holy Word and its own distinctive teaching, surely we 
would not meet everywhere the cry, “I am not able or competent to 
teach,’” and yet this we constantly hear. The trouble must be not with 
the system, but with ourselves in its application. 

The need to-day is what it has been, and I suppose will be for more 
consecration and deeper realization of the shige deeaniia of every man 
and woman in the Church to the little ones. 

For the sponsors scattered throughout the Church to rise up and per- 
form the vows which they have so solemnly taken before God. 

We would earnestly and respectfully recommend in this report to our 
brethren of the clergy and laity: 


I. Training classes for Sunday School teachers formed with that ob- 
ject in view and earnestly and prayerfully worked over. 


II. More thorough Church teaching in the Sunday School. Drills in 
the Prayed Book, instruction in the service and plain teaching of the dis- 
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tinctive features of the Church. More frequent drills in the Church Cat- 
echism. 


III. We would also urge the Church people and those especially inter- 
ested in the Sunday School work to follow the North Western Convoca- 
tion, and arrange for one Conference of Sunday School workers during 
the year at one meeting of their respective bodies. 


IV. We would ask again this year the Schools of our Diocese, 27 in 
number, who failed to contribute to the Sunday School Advent Offering 
to fall in with our appointed custom and try to make the offering a larger 
and one that would entirely represent the Schools of the Diocese. 


It would be a great advance both to the work and the workers concerned, 
if where it was possible the Advent Offering of the children would be sent 
over and above the Parish assessment. 


If we expect to help our young persons, our Sunday Schools and 
Churches, to grow and make a lasting impression on their minds and 
hearts, we must remember all, that we cannot conduct our Schools on all 
lines, that the times in which we live are thoughtful times, and require 
teachers who are thoroughly furnished and able to speak with authority 
on the teaching of the Bible and the Church. 

The lack of just this sort of leaders and teachers is, we believe, the lack 
of the Sunday School in most instances.

The Twenty-Fourth Annual Council of the Diocese of West 
Virginia met in St. John’s Church, Charleston, on Wednesday, 
June 5th, 1901, at 11 a. m.

BISHOP’S ADDRESS. 


The 23rd Annual Council met in Trinity Church, Shepherdstown, on 
Wednesday, June 6th, and adjourned Saturday, the 9th, although most 
of the Delegates, according to our time honored custom, remained over 
Sunday, the 10th. We had with us, as our guests, the General Sec- 
retary of the Board of Missions, and also the Secretary of the Amer- 
ican Church Missionary Society, and hope by such exhortations as 
they gave us, to be the more kept in touch with the aggressive work 
of the Church. 

Sunday, 10th, a. m., St. John’s, Harper’s Ferry; conf’d 6. On the 
evening of the same day, I preached the closing sermon of the Coun- 
cil, 

Wednesday, 13th, Conducted a service for the King’s Daughters, in 
Trinity Church, Parkersburg.

Through the activity and 
liberality of friends in this country, I was permitted to see before 
I left the Island, the financial difficulty in the way of church building 
in the city of San Juan removed, and also to welcome an approved 
man to take charge of the congregation. It is still a day of small 
things with us in the Island, but we shall hope that the work already 
begun in San Juan, and that still longer established in Ponce, and on 
the adjoining island of Vieques, will now the more prosper under our 
hand. As my full report to the Presiding Bishop has been published, 
in the April number of the “Spirit of Missions’—a magazine that 
ought to be in the hands of every churchman— I shall not here fur- 
ther speak of it, save to add, for preservation, a list of my services 
while on the Island.

Preached and confirmed two, 
During this visit I perfected arrangements to transfer Mr. Fish to 
Elkins, and by uniting Grafton and Buckhannon to put another man 
in the field. 

Tuesday, 7th; Thursday, 9th: During these days I was in attend- 
ance on the Eastern Convocation in Mt. Zion Church, Hedgesville. 1 
had with me Arch-deacon Spurr, whom I had summoned to meet me 
in Grafton, for aid in that field, and who gave the Convocation many 
helpful words. The Eastern Convocation is aggressive in its work, 
and its meetings are a power in the different churches throughout 
its bounds. 

Sunday, 12th, A. M.: Trinity Church, Shepherdstown; confirmed 
four. 

P. M.: Good Shepherd, Duffield. 

P. P. M.: Trinity Church, Martinsburg; confirmed - nine. FI 
found the Church in Martinsburg fully embarked upon the scheme of 
a Parish House, which they will no doubt find a very great comfort 
and help in all their work. 

Tuesday, 14th: Attended the Annual Meeting of the Board of Man- 
agers of our General Missionary Society at the Church Missions House 
in New York. This Diocese receives from this Board $800.00 for work 
among white people, and $400.00 for work among the colored people. 
We also receive $800, from the American Church Missionary Society: 
Of course, we could use more money, if we could get it, but as many 
other Dioceses and Missionary Jurisdictions are in the same condition, 
we cannot expect additional aid. We must: always be on our guard 
against imposing in anywise on the General Cnurch and strive each 
year, more and more, to take care of ourselves. In this way, as well 
as by direct contributions, we can advance the cause of Missions. I] 
eannot but wonder, that so many persons seem to have such little 
sense of the imperative and solemn obligation of missions. This re- 
sponsibility does not belong so much to any organization, like a 
ehurch, or parish, or mission, as to individuals, who by baptism or 
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affiliation, are identified with such organization. It is, therefore, de- 
pressing, and on any Christian grounds, inexplicable, to the last de- 
gree, that any report be sent in from any association of persons, or 
even from one person, which shows no recognition of this obliga- 
tion. I urgently press upon the clergy, as not the least impor- 
tant of their duties, that they exercise a more decided leadership in 
this matter, and that they make it more a matter of conscience to see 
that all their people, however small the organization, however scat- 
tered the constituency, be represented by offerings for every object 
called for by the General Church or by the Diocese. That it can be done 
appears from the reports of some of our feeblest congregations; that 
it is not always done, equally appears from the depressing blanks 
on many reports. 

At this time of writing I have received reports from twenty-nine 
congregations, which have in the aggregates1257 communicants: Out 
of this number six congregations, or perhaps, as some of them have 
no organization, you could better call them “bands of worshippers,” 
aggregating fifty-three communicants, have given absolutely nothing 
to any Diocesan object, and eleven similar congregations or bands 
aggregating one hundred and fifty-four communicants, have given 
absolutely nothing to anything the church calls for outside the Dio- 
cese. Ought not these people to be reached? Can they not be reached 
and made to realize that their obligation to co-operate with the Dio- 
cese and Church-at-large in the general work, is an original obligation 
and does not in any wise depend on their own church privileges— 
it is indeed independent of the fact whether they have any churea 
privileges at all. Do they know the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ? 
Then, let them take part in the work to advance His Kingdom, and 
let not us who stand in the responsible positions of guides and teach- 
ers, be at all satisfied until every individual falls into line and steadily 
marches forward in the common work for Christ and the Church.

This amount has come to me in such a way, that leaving out of view 
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the four of five collections taken up in churches, which have been 
inconsiderable, I am able to say, that it has been contributed by about 
40 persons in the Diocese, aided by eight outside. I repeat what I have 
already said more than once, that the result seems to show that our 
people generally have not, in spite of all that has been said upon the 
Subject, quite grasped, as yet, the true scope of this fund, or prop- 
erly appreciated its immense possibilities for good. 

The record of the disbursements shows how the fund has been used 
and how it touches almost every interest in the Diocese.

We started the year with a balance of $549.82 to the credit of the 
fund, and earnestly hope that there are hundreds of individuals 
throughout the Diocese who will be disposed to fall into line with 
the few who have steadily upheld this most useful Fund year after 
year. 


HOSPITALS. 


Caring for the bodily wants of men was so large a part of our 
Saviour’s personal work, that it would seem as if it must now neces- 
sarily enter largely into the work of His Church. The messengers 
of John were bidden to go and tell their Master what they saw and 
heard, and the signs given them were chiefly in the healing of the 
sick, and the Chureh today must show the same Divine credentials. 
From such premises we may argue strongly for the importance of 
Hospital work. 

It ought to be a source of great satisfaction to us all, that in our 
weak Diocese there seems to be some appreciation of this work. We 
have two hospitals, the Reynold’s Memorial, located near Mounds- 
ville, and the Sheltering Arms, at Paint Creek. The former, the Rey- 
nold’s Memorial, has since its opening, eighteen months ago, cared 
for 522 patients, of which number 276 were cared for free of charge. 
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The latter, the Sheltering Arms, has during the past twelve months, 
eared for 222 patients, and for most all of them without charge. 

While neither of these Hospitals is under the control of the Coun- 
cil, yet, they may very properly be regarded as Church Institutions, 
because they are the legitimate fruits of the labors of our church 
people; after all, Councils, like that assembled here today, sitting 
at such long intervals, and for so short a time, would be but poor 
boards of management. I believe it to be for the greater Glory of 
God, and the greater good of man, that through their own Boards. 
and Staff these hospitals manage their own affairs. 

The development of such work has been phenomenal in the last 
few years. When I started the Sheltering Arms, about fifteen years 
ago, there was, I believe, only one hospital in the State, having a 
capacity of perhaps 15 patients; there are now twelve or fifteen, hay- 
ing a capacity of perhaps 700 patients. As soon as the means can 
be provided, we hope to graft on to our work at the Sheltering Arms, 
a training school for nurses, as has already been done at the Rey- 
nold’s Memorial. The idea is not chiefly to supply nurses for hos- 
pitals, but for the seattered homes of our people throughout the 
State. 


THE EPISCOPAL HALL. 


I am glad to be able to report that the Episcopal Hall, at Morgan- 
town, is, on the whole, in a satisfactory condition. The reason for 
the qualifying words “fon the whole” will presently appear. . 

We are fortunate in having at last a permanent Warden, in the 
person of Rev. Mr. Marley, who is well known to the Diocese, and 
commands their confidence, from his former faithful service in the 
Kanawha Valley. We are no less fortunate in having as Proctor, 
Capt. Wm. C. Marshall, a man of experience in such managemeni. 
With this division of duties, the work can be more efficiently and 
thoroughly done, than when all the details fell upon one person. lt 
have made several visits to the Hall during the past year, and after 
earefully looking into and observing its equipment and administration, 
I am prepared to commend it cordially to all who are seeking for 
their boys a Christian Home where they will have the advantage of 
a college training.’ | 

In the administration of the Hall, there is no effort to make any 
money, but rather to throw open its advantages to all, at the lowest 
possible figure. JI regret to say, that notwithstanding the liberal help 
of some members of St. Matthews, Wheeling, we have failed by per- 
haps, five or six hundred-dollars, of meeting all our expenses during 
the past year, including taxes, insurance, improvements and addi- 
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tions to equipment. There would have been no difficulty in the mat- 
ter, notwithstanding the low charges, had all to whom we could 
reasonably look for co-operation, supported our work. I am ready 
to affirm, that in everything that tends to the comfort and care of 
the students, we are not second to any boarding place in Morgan- 
town—though it may be our rooms lack the luxurious outfit to be 
found in some quarters. Owing, however, to the unchecked desire 
of some of the young men to be beyond even the very moderate, rea- 
sonable restraints, by which the Hall seeks to safeguard their youth 
and inexperience, and help them on to better prosecution of their 
studies, and owing also to the custom of the gathering together into 
one Mess, all the members of a college fraternity, we have often 
failed to secure the support of those of our own people upon whom 
we naturally depended, and to that extent have been embarrassed. 
The Hall, however, makes no appeal to the Church for help. It is 
willing to stand on its own merits and be judged by its results. It 
does, however, ask for the cordial and intelligent support of the 
clergy and people in such direction and encouragement to students 
as Shall secure for it the patronage it needs for success. 


CONVOCATIONS 


At the Council of 1897, acting under the provisions of Canon III, 
title “B,” of our Diocesan Canons, I re-organized the Convocations, 
making five where before there were but three. This arrangement 
has not proved to be satisfactory, and I have, therefore, acceded to 
the request of the four Convocations specially concerned to reverse 
my action taken in 1897, and restore the former status. As appears 
from the record, there is Canonical provision for the formation of the 
Convocations, but their efficiency is dependent upon the cordial co- 
operation of the members, and so in the most important sense they are 
voluntary. I therefore formally announce that the New River Con- 
vocation is merged into the Kanawha, and the Central into the North 
Western Convocation, and in each case according to mutual consent 
and request of each Convocation. 

Our Convocations then stand as follows: ist: Eastern Convoca- 
tion extending from Harper’s Ferry, our extreme eastern point, to 
. the western boundary of Grant and Pendleton counties, or as it may 

properly be described, the eight counties east of the Allegheny 
Mountains. This Convocation has an area of 3870 sq. m., and a pop- 
ulation of 86,496. There are 9 clergy, 19 churches and chapels and 
1145 communicants. 

2nd: The North Western Convocation, extending from the Alie- 
gheny Mountains to the Ohio River, and north of Jackson, Roane, 
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Clay, Spencer, Nicholas and Pocahontas counties, in all 26 counties 
with an area of 9245 sq. m., and having a population of 367,423. In 
this Convocation there are 17 clergy, 30 churches and 1897 communi- 
cants. 

3rd: The Kanawha Convocation comprising the rest of the State, 
viz: That part lying south of the North Western, on the waters of 
the Tug, the Kanawha and the New Rivers; in all 31 counties, and 
11,230 sq. m; the complement of this Convocation is 13 clergy, 31 
churches, and there are 1130 communicants. The figures given above 
are only approximately correct, and the latest returns are not avail- 
able. 

In starting upon this new re-arrangement, I desire to emphasize 
again the importance of the Convocational System, which I fear has 
not yet been fully appreciated. To isolated clergy—as so many of 
ours are—its social features are most valuable. To such it stands 
for fellowship and counsel and for the better knowing our opportu- 
nities, and the more realizing our obligations for church extension 
within our bounds; while to the different points of meeting, the ses- 
sions are valuable as showing the spirit and power of the church, and 
by the mouth of different witnesses, assembled from various points, 
establishing our faith and practice. 

I would like to see the clergy make attendance a matter of con- 
science; and if some regular time be appointed and due notice be 
given, one of the Bishops will be only too glad to attend. They will 
welcome the opportunity of thus meeting the clergy, and consulting’ 
about the common work. Let us all look for, and labor after, a more 
vigorous and efficient life for the Convocations. 


SUPPLY OF CHURCHES AND SELF SUPPORT. 


We have never been more embarrassed than during the past year 
by the long continued vacancies in different parts of the Diocese. 
We have made every effort to fill these vacant charges, but have by 
no means been always successful, so that now while we meet in our 
Annual Council, we need at least seven more men to fill up the thirty- 
eight charges into which our work is at present divided. 

The question of supply ought to be considered in connection with 
that of self support, since the two are very closely related. 

The heaviest financial burden our churches have to bear is the 
support of their Pastors, and as this directly effects the question of 
supply, the whole matter is continually giving us great anxiety. 

It deserves more consideration than it is generally able to com- 
mand; and I very much fear that oftentimes, those whose special 
duty it is to consider this whole subject, and to make provision for 
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the churches’ need, give it but little thought. I am, in one way or 
another, continually insisting upon the personal obligation and re-- 
sponsibility of our Church officers to provide for the current ex- 
penses of the congregations they serve, in a more business like way, 
and I am convinced that it can be done and that it ought to be done. 
Il am waiting patiently for a more judicious and courageous leader- 
ship on the part of the clergy, just along these lines. I have striven 
to be perfectly frank in regard to all these delicate matters, and be- 
lieve that some progress has been made in the apprehension, by our 
people, of the proprieties ana necessities of the situation. And yet 
in the effort still farther to correct what may often be uneonscious 
thoughtlessness and unreasonableness about these matters, I want to 
speak a few plain words. 


And I am led specially to do this because in all seriousness, a good 
deal of the criticism made, both publicly and by letters, upon our gen- 
eral Diocesan Administration would seem to imply that there was 
lodged with the Bishops, our Missions Committee, or somewhere in 
the Church, indefinite resources of men and money, and that the fail- 
ure to supply either as demanded, was simply from ignorance of, or in- 
difference to the conditions, or, I might almost say, from malice afore- 
thought. 


It is to be feared that the small and weak congregations do not clear- 
ly understand and distinctly remember what are necessarily their lim- 
itations in a missionary field like West Virginia. 

As long as the Apostolic rule remains in force, that they who preach 
the Gospel should live of the Gospel, there seems to be no way to avoid 
this embarrassing question of money, and I am very much afraid that 
the objection to its frank discussion and fair settlement, comes chief- 
ly from those who think they have fulfilled their Christian obligations. 
when they attend the services—or at least some of them—and it may be 
send their children to the Sunday School, and all perhaps in a pat- 
ronizing kind of way. I am afraid that many people are apt to apply 
to the clergy, but not to themselves, the injunction, “Freely ye have 
reeeived, freely give.” 

As far as personal obligations and co-operation are concerned, many 
of us have much to learn. In making arrangements to fill such vacan- 
cies, as from time to time occur, the Bishops need the cordial eo-op- 
eration of all the members and friends of our church, and especially 
of all the church officers. If a congregation is so far unable to support 
itself, and manage its own affairs, that they have to depend upon the 
Bishop to conduct negotiations for them, and secure a missionary grant 
from any of the sources at their command to aid in the support of the 
Minister, then the Bishops ought to have definite and positive assur- 
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ance of what they can depend upon from the people in whose behalf 
they are acting. Without this they are in danger of being placed in a 
most embarrassing situation. It has happened more than once, that 
men have been induced upon our representation to take charge of work 
in the Diocese, and after that the promise of local support has more or~ 
less failed. I say local support, for our Missionary Boards have set 
the example of full and prompt payment of all pledges. Such failures 
in the support of the Clergy are very embarrassing not only to the 
Bishops, but the church officers, who are considered specially responsi- 
ble for collecting and paying over the various subscriptions promised——_ 
no doubt but that in many cases these officers could do their work more 
thoroughly and wisely, but it is also true, that they often meet with 
humiliating rebuffs from subscribers, who ought to be glad to have 
them undertake and carry out that disagreeable work of collecting, 
from which they, themselves, would certainly shrink. 

When we are trying to perfect arrangements for the supply of a va- 
cant charge, it is certainly of the utmost moment that we should know 
about this very important matter; we are expected to be very liberal 
and definite in regard to missionary appropriations, but are often left 
very uncertain what we can absolutely depend upon from the place or 
places in question, and so we cannot intelligently and honestly conduct 
the negotiations for supply. 


It is for the people themselves to say how this result can be secured 
more surely in the future than perhaps it has been in the past. One 
would think that a nice sense of honor, to say nothing of the loyalty 
to associates in the congregation, and may I not say especially to the 
officers of the Church, who by his suffrage, are put in a very responsi- 
ble and thankless position, and to the Bishops, who have upon them the 
care of all the Churches, would prompt every one frankly and cordially 
to meet the pledges, which of his own free will he has made for the 
support of the church. 


And as in all such cases, where a number of people are united in 
the conduct of any undertaking, it ought to be remembered that since 
it is simply impossible to please and satisfy everybody, that it is ut- 
terly disorganizing and demoralizing, for people to withhold their sup- 
port to the Church, simply because they could with something differ- 
ent, or because the Minister does not happen to strike their fancy as 
a iuan of eloquence and power. Personal gifts are rare, and we have 
no right to demand more than that faithfulness which is required in 
Stewards. We are all interested in getting the most efficient men we 
can in any wise command, but in following out this endeavor, we have 
duties to one another, as well as to the Ministry of the Church, and it 
is nothing less than disreputable to put off in any way upon others— 
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church officers or Bishops—the burden which we have in common as- 
sumed. The fact that there is no legal redress for such a state of 
things, should make all the more binding upon the conscience, the high 
moral obligation to do our full part in the maintenance of the church 
to which we are in any wise related or pledged. 


I believe that one reason why our people are not more exact and 
prompt in fulfilling their obligations is that they have indefinite and 
unreasonable expectations about getting aid in some way from other 
persons. As they are poorly informed as to the extent of our work 
and the resources at our command, and so they have erroneous ideas 
about the ability and responsibility of the Diocese, and of the General 
Church to help weak congregations. 


I was told once of a lady who came to the chief officer of the Rec- 
tor’s Aid Society of a large church to ask aid for some poor person and 
was much surprised to find that there were no funds available for 
the purpose. “Why,” said she, “I thought there was a fund for this 
purpose.” “So there is,” was the reply, “but it is made up of the offer- 
ings taken up at the time of the celebration of the Holy Communion, 
and I notice you never put anything in. How then, can you expect such 
a fund to meet the ordinary demands upon it, when so many, and you 
among the number, fail to contribute to it?” And I had, on one oc- 
casion, personal knowledge of a clergyman—the Rector of a large and. 
wealthy church—who applied to his Bishop for $200.00, from a certain 
Missionary Society, to whose resources he had never contributed so 
much as a.cent. These, perhaps, may be extreme cases—I hope they 
are—but they serve to illustrate the too common disposition to be seen 
in churches, and missions, as well as in individuals, to shirk our own 
responsibilities, and depend too much on others. The Diocese and the 
General Church has no other resources except those which the churches 
commit to them, and their executive boards are often at their wits 
end to meet these imperative obligations; they always have demands 
far beyond their powers to supply, and by a great stretch of charity 
and prerogative, often hold on to unpromising fields, when new and in- 
viting territory opens out before them. 


RESIDENT PASTORS. 


In thinking over this matter, I have come to the conclusion that in 
many cases our infant Missions and Churches are too impatient of re- 
sults. They forget the conditions of development; and so the little 
band of five or six members that with commendable zeal, have, with 
occasional services, increased to fifteen or twenty, expect now to de- 
velop speedily, into a full blown church, with a settled pastor and a 
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handsome building. but, granting the need of a pastor—that is the 
ministry of an individual man to a single congregation, it is well to 
remember, that there may be a period of growth in which a pastor 
in the full sense of the word, however desirable, is a too expensive lux- 
ury, and in which a church building must be strictly proportioned to 
the means of the congregation, and that however plain the building 
may be. 

If you could more effectually secure these two things, first the build- 
ing of a church strictly within the means of the people, and secondly, 
the cordial co-operation of various churches, in such wise as to secure 
the help of a pastor, long before any one of them could command all 
his time, you would have taken a long step towards efficiency in a 
work like ours. : 


And as a further suggestion in this direction, I may say that, in look- 
ing over a field like West Virginia, it is hard to tell how with a com- 
paratively small force of clergy, and one that from the difficulty of 
support, if from no other reason, must increase but slowly, we can 
hope to accomplish a great deal, unless our Missionaries will be more 
leaders, who will gather workers from among the people, and by the 
help of these workers, keep better in touch with their widely extended 
fields, and thus by the help of others oversee the work that is carried 
on far beyond their own power to conduct. So our work must develop, 
if at all; and so, I suppose, we ought to say it has been developing; 
but what we want now to do, is to impress upon our people everywhere, 
that the division of such large fields is something they must patiently 
wait and labor for; there is no reserve fund of money which can be 
drawn upon for churches or for Missionaries; along this line we are 
about at the end of our rope; there seems no reason to expect the 
Diocese or the General Chureh, to do much more for us than it has 
done, or is doing; the missions, the churches, themselves, must more 
resolutely put their own shoulders to the wheels, or the Chariot will 
not move more rapidly. I am afraid that there has been too much cod- 
dling at home as well as abroad, and as one way of counteracting the 
evil effect, we should more steadfastly insist that a church or a num- 
ber of churches must show their ability to support a pastor—at least 
in a very large part, before they ask for one. Of course, there may be 
exceptional cases, but experience shows that we cannot take the local 
judgment in determining what these exceptions may be. You can hard- 
ly trust the average member, or friend of the church, very naturally, 
chiefly interested in his own congregation, to form an impartial judg- 
ment as to the relative importance of places that claim our care. In- 
deed, he is not expected to do so; the General Administration is for 


this very purpose. S 
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CLERICAL EMANCIPATION. 


And while I am speaking thus of the administration of our congrega- 
tions, I shall take advantage of it to speak what I think is a needful 
word in regard to the importance of freeing the clergy more and more 
from these absorbing details, which, I think, are often unfairly and 
improperly put upon him. 


In the early church, the Apostles found it necessary to resist the 
encroaching cares of business details. They said that it was unreasona- 
ble to expect them to leave the Word of God and serve tables and so 
they chose the Deacons to attend to these matters; that is they put 
definite responsibility for this special work upon men chosen for it. 
In the interest of efficiency of administration, a division of labor was 
demanded. They appointed the Deacons to attend to the business in 
hand, that they might give themselves continually to prayer and to 
the ministry of the Word. 


And such a division of labor is not only for the benefit of the clergy, 
but in the interest of the people. Yes; it will be greatly to their in- 
terest to free the clergy, more and more, from looking after what 
they can through their agents, do for themselves, that the clergy may 
be the more free to do what the people cannot do, i. e., look after the 
Spiritual interests of the congregation. It is high time that the cler- 
gy struck for a little more independence of those hindering business 
cares, in assuming which they have often unnecessarily burdened them- 
selves, and taken away from their people duties, which under a wise 
leadership they would be ready to meet. 


I am free to confess, that one of the things IT have in my mind, in 
insisting so continually upon drawing and maintaining the distine- 
tion between the business of the church and its more spiritual ad- 
ministrations, has been to promote what has been well called, ‘the 
emancipation of the clergy,’ their emancipation from the serving cf 
tables, in order that they might the more freely and fully give them- 
selves to the ministry of the Word, and to prayer. I am going to 
use substantially the words of another in setting this before you 
more fully. 


As we look at the practical administration of the church today, 
there seems to be two fields of service, each of which is more or 
less antagonistic to the other. What fits a man for one, seems often 
to unfit him for the other, and so it follows, that to whatever ex- 
tent he is obliged to serve in both, he is at his best, in neither. One 
of these fields of service is his naturally, and of right. In it he is 
the preacher, delivering his message; the pastor administers comfort 
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and instructions to his flock; he is the student, the man of prayer, 
of meditation, of vision, of spiritual power. With these duties most 
ministers are satisfied, and happy when they can give themselves 
wholly to them. But the other field—of antagonistic service due 
to modern conditions in many places—encroaches upon the minister’s 
time, divides his strength, strips him of power and sometimes of 
respect. This is the alarming tendency to make the minister the 
man of all work, or as it were the errand boy of the congregation. 
I protest against it in the name of God and man. It degrades the 
minister, and cripples his work. It has no promise of the best re- 
sults in any department of the work. 


I do not think you will have any difficulty in following my mean- 
ing. As we all know, besides the ordinary demands upon the clergy 
as pastors and preachers, many additional services are exacted. Do 
you want any intimation of what these additional services may be? 
This list will perhaps serve: re-adjusting mortgages; repairing and - 
painting property; looking after stoves and furnaces, eoal, rent, sex- 
ton, notes, deeds, interest, insurance, bazars, suppers and entertain- 
ments, and such like things. Can you be surprised that such exactions 
should sap a man’s vitality, and unfit him for strong, vigorous and 
prophetic utterances on the Lord’s Day? When a Christian Minister 
is expected to be everything from an Apostle to the walking adver- 
tisement of an oyster supper, it simply means that the supper will 
succeed at the expense of the Apostle, and the waste of the man. 

And all the blame for such a condition of things does not rest upon 
the people. I have heard ministers congratulate themselves that 
their vestries did not meet, but left them to manage everything 
their own way, and so, because they found it easier to do the work 
themselves than to lead and instruct the proper church officers to do 
it; the clergy have sometimes had themselves to thank, that they have 
had so much serving of tables. Let there be an intelligent and per- 
sistent education of the people as to what they ought to do in re- 
lieving the clergy of the business details and the whole work of the 
church will be advanced. 


DIOCESAN UNITY. 


It is not the least thing we have to be thankful for in West Ve 
that as Brethren we dwell together in unity. 

We read from time to time, that in this place or that—both here 
and in England—there are such differences of faith and practice de- 
veloped, as must disturb more or less the peace of the church. Such 
a condition of things is by no means wholly bad; it is the price we 
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pay for comprehension and for progress. It is, however, my earnest 
desire, that we continue to maintain in this Diocese the position that 
it has so far been our privilege and pleasure to occupy, i. e., the 
position of a frank and cordial acceptance of our Book of Common 
Prayer, not only as a full and sufficient Directory of Worship, but as 
an accepted compact between minister and people. 

From time to time there has appeared a spirit in the church, which, 
while accepting the Prayer Book as a Directory of Worship, has not 
been disposed to accept it as a full and sufficient Directory. I shall 
hope that in the future, as in the past, that we, in West Virginia, 
will not be reaching out for that most indefinite thing, called ‘Cath- 
olic Usage,’ and so come to have with our individual picking and 
choosing almost aS many uses as there are Parishes, but that we 
will stand firmly, where we have been standing all these years, on 
the reasonable ground, that this church of ours has in her stand- 
ards defined and expressed the Catholic usage and teaching we ought 
to follow, and not left that difficult and delicate task to the com- 
parative ignorance and indiscretion of individuals. 


THE GENERAL CLERGY RELIEF FUND. 


This is one of the objects for which the General Convocation asks 
an ofiering from all of our people. The idea has been advanced that 
such General Fund calls out a greater enthusiasm among our people, 
and secure better results for the disabled clergy and for the widows 
and orphans of deceased Clergymen, than a Diocesan Fund can pro- ~ 
duce. Certainly it demands our cordial support, and this Council may 
well consider how it can bring our people into closer relationship to 
a fund which is able to secure a more thorough administration and 
more efficient management than we can hope to command. 


ASSOCIATED MISSIONS. 


I have associated together the five congregations known as 
Grace Chureh, St. Mary’s; . at 
Church of the Advent, Waverly; | 
Christ Memorial Church, Williamstown: 

Chapel of the Good Shepherd, Parkersburg, and 
Grace Church, Tavennersville, 


and propose to take immediate personal charge of them all myself, 
having to help me Rev. J. A. Hiatt, just ordained deacon, and also 
a lay Reader, who is looking forward to ordination at any early day. 
I propose to administer these congregations as closely as possible 
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after the plan I have been trying to commend for general adoption. 
I can thus more readily put it to a thorough test, and have the op- 
portunity of reducing it from theory into practice. 

I find myself each year very much taken up, in these Annual Ad- 
dresses, with questions of administration, taking advantage of the 
opportunity afforded on the Sunday evening—which though not strict- 
ly of the Council, yet practically belongs to it—to speak to you along 
such lines as would more naturally be suggested as suitable for 2 
charge. It seems to me that such division of topics is wise: first, in 
helping to keep you together over Sunday, which on a great many 
accounts I consider important, and also as giving occasion to em- 
phasize those things connected with administration, which continu- 
ally call for our attention. 

The advancement of Christ’s Kingdom ought to be the supreme 
and constant purpose of our lives—I mean of the lives of all of us, 
clergy and laity, and of all we represent. But often our administration 
of those affairs that has to do with the maintenance and advance- 
ment of the Kingdom is so feeble and lax that the supreme and con- 
stant purpose fails to be manifest. 

We have all of us, dear Friends, need of a more absolute conse- 
cration to the work which God has given us to do. To do each day 
fully and thoroughly what our hands find to do, and to do it with 
an intelligent and persistent interest. This is the service the Church 
is asking for today from her sons and daughters all over this wide 
land. Can we propose to ourselves anything that can compare with 
it in dignity and in the promise of such blessed results? We meet 
in such Councils as this, year by year, not simply to cast up our ac- 
counts, although such work may be important, but to take counsel 
together; to instruct and encourage each other by exchanging ex- 
periences; to learn in private intercourse about ways and means and 
methods and results, as we cannot learn by public discourse; to 
devise more liberal things for the extension of the Kingdom; to have 
our enthusiasm the more kindled for labor and for sacrifice, and above 
all to have our hearts burn within us while we hold sweet converse 
by the way and worship together in the Lord’s House; and find it 
to be to our waiting souls as the House of God and as the Gate of 
Heaven. Fill up the days, then, brethren, with hearty grateful ser- 
vice. Be patient laborers in the Lord’s vineyard. Stand steadfast in 
the faith; quit you like men; be strong.

Resolved, That the President and Secretary of this committee be 
appointed a committee to formulate and present a plan to the Council 
for the above purpose. 
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Mr. Joseph Trapnell offered the following resolutions: 

I. Resolved, That the report of the Standing Committed of the Diocese 
made on the first day of the session, be accepted and that the sug- 
gestion of said Committee, looking to an increase of the Permanent 
Fund as a fitting celebration of the 25th anniversary of the conse- — 
cration of the senior Bishop, be adopted by the Council. 

II. Resolved, That the Standing Committee be instructed to take 
the steps necessary and proper, to carry into effect the proposed 
scheme for the increase of said Permanent Fund to $50,000. 

Ill. Resolved, further, That all monies collected under this ar- 
rangement be paid to the Treasurer of the Permanent Fund, and 
that the Treasurer be requested to keep all sums so paid him under 
a separate head in his accounts. 


On motion of Bishop Penick, the resolution was voted upon 
seriatim. 

Ist Resolution adopted. 

2d Resolution adopted. 

3d Resolution amended by Rey. Dr. Moore, adding the words, 
“and that the Treasurer be requested to keep all sums so paid 
him under a separate head, in his accounts.” This was accepted 
by the mover of the resolution, and adopted. Then, on motion, 
the resolutions, as a whole, were adopted. 

The Rev. J. F. Woods moved to make the election of depa- 
ties to the General Convention the order of the day: for this 
afternoon at 2.30 o’clock. Adopted. 

Rev. G. A. Gibbons, President of the Standing Committee, _ 
presented the following report for the year: 


REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTER. 
(From June 8th, 1900, to June 5th, 1901.) 


June 9th, 1900: The Comtittee consented to the consecration of 
the Rev. Robert Woodward Barnwell to be Bishop Coadjutor of Ala- 
bama. 

July 10th, 1900: The Committee consented, and advised the Bishop 
to allow Mr. James L. Fish two years as part of the duration of his 
candidateship for Holy Orders, in consideration of his having been 
a minister in another body of Christians. Mr. Fish was then rec- 
ommended to the Bishop for ordination to the diaconate when he 
Shall have been a candidate for Holy Orders one full year. 

January 8th, 1901: The Committee refused to consent to the conse- 
cration of the Rev. R. H. Weller, B. D., as Bishop Coadjutor of Fond 
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du Lae. This was post facto action, but the Committee wished to 
be on récord as refusing consent. Mr. Daniel P. Sigourney was rec- 
ommended as a candidate for Holy Orders. The Committee recom- 
mended to the Bishop that the request of Mr. Jacob A. Hiatt for 
dispensation from the study of Logic, Physics and Moral Philosophy, 
be granted, to apply specifically to said studies only—which applica- 
tion was recommended by the Examining Chaplains, and endorsed by 
the Bishop of the Diocese. 

May 8th, 1901: Mr. Arthur M. Lewis was recommended to the Bishop 
for ordination to the Diaconate. At the same time the Committee 
consented, and advised the Bishop to allow Mr. Guy H. Crook two 
years as part of the duration of his candidateship for Holy Orders, 
in consideration of his having been a minister in another body of 
Christians. Said Mr. Crook was then recommended to the Bishop 
for Ordination to the Diaconte. The Standing Committee considered 
the matter of appropriately celebrating the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the consecration of the Rt. Rev. Geo. W. Peterkin, D. D., LL. D., as 
Bishop of the Diocese, and the Committee passed unanimously the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 

Resolved, That in view of the approaching twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the consecration of the beloved Senior Bishop of our Diocese, the 
Standing Committee suggest to the Diocesan Council at its next 
meeting a special effort to increase the Permanent Fund as a fitting 
celebration of the occasion, and as a thank offering to God for His 
mercies vouchsafed to this Diocese, and that they recommend a col- 
lection for this object on Ascension Day, 1902 and 1903, an effort being 
earnestly made to obtain a contribution from every person in the 
Diocese; and 

Resolved, That the President and Secretary of this Committee be 
appointed a committee to formulate and present a plan to the Coun- 
cil for the above purpose.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF THE CHURCH, 
10015 AS-D. 


In formulating this report, your Committee has been hampered by 
two things. First, the difficulty of finding out how far it was expected 
to go outside of the data presented to this Council to determine the 
Church’s state. Secondly, the inpossibility of getting hold of the 
data presented in time to consider it as thoroughly as it is necessary 
to do in order to make such a presentation of the Church’s state 
as might be of more value in the work and plans for the coming 
year. This latter difficulty would be largely removed, if the parochial 
reports from each parish were placed in the Bishop’s hands at the 
required time, prior to the Council meeting, so he could carry out 
his earnest desire of presenting a tabulated statement thereof ai 
the opening of the Council. Following the accepted usage, your 
Committee confines its work to the data already given as the basis 
of its reported figures. We congratulate the Diocese on the delight- 
ful state of good fellowship, fairmindedness and hearty co-operation, as 
manifested in all of our meetings here. God be praised, who has 
carried us on to our work here, as with oue heart and one soul, 
and that single to His glory. Surely He leads us up to the battles 
just before us with that good will and hopefulness that argues and 
inspires success. Another cause for gratitude is the increase of our 
candidates for Holy Orders. When we consider our clerical force, 
the sight of the young men consecrating themselves to this high 
calling, is indeed cheering. Again, Forty self supporting parishes 
or churches, where but a short while ago, we had so few, is another 
incentive to thank God and take courage. 

For the health and strength of our Bishops, whom God has thus 
enabled to work unhindered or hampered, not only within our own 
Diocese, but also for His glory in the isles of the sea, we praise His 
name. 

Confirmations have fallen behind those of the previous year by 25. 
Whatever may have caused this we know not, but we do know the 
fact calls us all to closer, more intelligent and more definite aim, both 
in prayer and individual effort to win souls to the Christ life here, 
and glory hereafter. The rapid increase of our many growing towns, 
the excitement, delusions and destractions of our wonderful material 
prosperity are calls for the very best possible efforts of the church’s 
life, labor and love, if we would make these blessings of God truly 
prove blessings to the souls of our men. Let us watch and pray and 
be brave just here. From the offerings of the Church of the Dio- 
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cese your Committee would express their gratitude and remind the 
Council of the blessings on our trust and venture of faith undertaken 
last year. With the blessed enthusiasm and gladness with which we 
are looking forward to the twenty-fifth anniversary of Bishop Pe- 
terkin’s consecration—we hope a God-speed is given to our glad work 
of this thank-offering, feeling as it were before hand, the fellowship 
and co-operation of a grateful and loving people in this work of love. 
Standing on the threshold of the new century, we look into the 
coming year with hearts of hope. Life grows vaster in its opportuni- 
ties, mightier in its forces, more tremendous and quick in conse- 
quences, but leaning on the arm of her Lord, the Church moves on 
realizing every step in her life of faithfulness His promises “Lo, I am 
with you alway,” and ‘‘My Grace is sufficient for the.”

The Rev. Dr. Moore, secretary of the Diocesan Mission Com- 
mittee, submitted the annual report as follows: 


REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF THE DIOCESAN 
MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


In submitting our report of the work of this Society, we desire first 
to congratulate you upon its increased receipts. Your Committee 
eannot recall that so large a sum as $3,000 was ever contributed in 
the Diocese in any one year to this work. Last year, as shown by the 
Treasurer’s report, after deducting an item refunded, $3,163.13 were 
contributed. This exceeds the assessment laid by the Council by more 
than $250, and is so large an advance upon our usual receipts prior to 
the adoption of our present method of raising needed funds that it 
may be justly claimed as confirming the wisdom of that method. 

An analysis of the Treasurer’s report shows that this increase is 
due mainly to the fact that several parishes have contributed consid- 
erably more than their assessment, indicating a willing spirit, worthy 
of special mention and commendation. Prominent among these are 


St. Matthew’s, assessed at $425, contributing ................:.$548 93 
Trinity, Martinsburg, assessed at $75, contributing ............ 178 11 
Christ Church, Fairmont, assessed at $60, contributing ...... 142 90 
Trinity, Shepherdstown, assessed at $75, contributing ........ 135 78 
All Saints, Union, assessed at $75, contributing .............. 105 40 


We note also with pleasure that only ten of the places assessed 
are reported wholly delinquent, all of these being small places, whose 
aggregate assessment is only $68, and many of them vacant during 
much or all of the year. 
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The balance in the Treasurer’s hands at the beginning of the year 
was $245.02, which with the sum received during the year gave $3,458.15 
for the work. Of this, the sum of $2,468.53 was expended during the 
year, $76.85 for expenses and the residue for the stipends of mission- 
aries. The balance now in hand is $989.62, which may seem large, but 
it must be remembered that this is due to the fact that we have had 
a most unusual and unfortunate number of vacancies, which, it is 
earnestly hoped, can be speedily remedied. 

The utmost necessity exists for increased contributions to this 
fund, that the stipends of our missionaries may be enlarged. The 
present small salaries paid them, which your Committee does not 
feel justified in increasing upon the present basis of receipts, serious- 
ly hamper the men in the field and hinder efforts to fill vacancies. 
We would earnestly urge this subject upon the attention of the Coun- 
ceil. 

During the past year 22 men have been aided out of this fund, four 
of whom have now removed from the Diocese. These men have min- 
istered to about 75 places and their fidelity needs no attestation at 
our hands.

Il. REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF THE PERMANENT FUND: 
OF THE DIOCESE OF WEST VIRGINIA. 


To the Council of the Diocese: 

At the session of the Council for the year 1900 (see Journal, page 
56) the following order was made: ; 

“Resolved: That the Bishop of the Diocese he requested to convene 
the Trustees of the Permanent Fund at the City of Parkersburg, at 
as early a date as practicable, that they may attend to the business 
of receiving and investing the Permanent Fund.” 

The Trustees were called together on the 18th day of July, 1900, 
and made the following minutes of their first meeting: 

“At a meeting of the Trustees of the Permanent Fund of the Dio- 
cese of West Virginia, held at Parkersburg on the 18th day of July, 
1900, Present: H. H. Moss, R. M. Browne and B. M. Ambler, and the: 
Bishop being also present, at the request of the Trustees, Mr. Am- 
bler was elected Chairman of the Board, Mr. Browne elected Secretary. 
Mr. Lawrence E. Sands, Treasurer, presented securities and cash be- 
longing to the fund held by him as follows: 

“The amount of the securities was $9,700, and cash $551.82, making 
a total of cash and investments $10,251.82. Mr. Sands as Treasurer 
also presented a number of pledges and subscriptions evidenced by 
notes which had been sent to him by Rectors of Parishes, and by other 
persons, amounting: to $1,095.00, also notes secured by the Rev. B. M. 
Spurr and placed in the hands of Mr. Sands, amounting to $4,935, and: 
also certificates with coupons attached amounting to $971 and all of 
these several items and securities have been checked over by the 
Trustees and found correct. 

“Mr. R. M. Browne, Trustee of the Episcopal Fund, also presented 
to the Trustees a note dated September 19, 1893, purporting to be . 
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signed by Messrs. Baldwin and Sampsell on behalf of the Trustees of 
the church at Bluefield, West Virginia, and endorsed by Bishop Peter- 
kin, for the amount of $1,000, on which were endorsed credits amount- 
ing to $600, leaving a balance of $400 due on the original obligation 
with interest paid to April 1899. 

“Mr. Lawrence E. Sands, wno heretofore had charge of all these sey- 
eral funds, having resigned at the last meeting of the Council, and 
having now delivered these several securities to the Trustees in per- 
son, it became necessary to take proper order for the custody and 
protection of the fund. 

It is accordingly ordered that the above mentioned bonds and securi- 
ties and cash amounting to $10,251.82, and the note of the church at 
Bluefield for a balance or $400, be placed in the charge and custody of 
Mr. B. M. Ambler, Chairman ot the Trustees, and subject to the order 
of the Board. 

“As to the several classes of pledges and notes and other unpaid 
subscriptions which were in process (or intended to be) for collection, 
the Trustees resolved to elect some one competent for keeping of 
accounts and in every way worthy of the confidence of the Church; 
and thereupon it was ordered that Mr. Amos K. Gordon be elected 
‘Treasurer of the Permanent Fund,’ to be known as such, and to him 
were committed the several classes of pledges, notes, subscriptions 
and certificates above mentioned, with directions to keep a strict and 
accurate acount thereof, attend to the collections of the installments, 
and hold the funds subject to the order of the Trustees, and the sev- 
eral pledges, notes and certificates not committed to the Chairman were 
delivered to Mr. Gordon and a memorandum and receipt for the same 
was taken from him.” 

Thus, Mr. L. E. Sands, after his long and devoted services in hand- 
ling this fund, was relieved, with many expressions of appreciation 
and approval. 

Under this action of the Trustees, of July 18, 1900, Mr. Gordon, 
Treasurer, took charge of sundry notes, secured by Rev. Mr. Spurr 
and other notes and pledges and certificates amounting in the aggre- 
gate to $7,021, but the invested funds and cash, amounting to $10,- 
251.82, were held by the Trustees, in the hands of the Chairman. 

Subsequently on the 22nd day of August, 1900, Mr. Sands, former 
Treasurer, sent to the Trustees the check of Rev. B: M. Spurr for 
sundry collections made by him less postage and stationery, $1,183.15, 
and after that time collections and contributions were sent to Mr. 
Gordon as Treasurer, and all of the transactions of the Trustees 
through the year are shown by the respective accounts of the Treas- 
urer and a separate report of the Trustees upon their investments, 
both of which are herewith submitted. 
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Mr. Gordon’s report shows the commendable fidelity with which 
he has attended to the responsibilities and duties accepted by him. 
He had collected up to the end of the fiscal year, April 30, 1901, $3,- 
086.40, and had a cash balance of $1,525.96, and he has on hand in the 
form of notes, certificates ana pledges, $4,870. The amount of pledges, 
cash, etc., in the hands of Mr. Gordon on the Ist day of May, 1901, 1s 
therefore $6,395.96.
